Article 1 of the treaty of 188 with 
Japan provides, among other things, 
that in whatever relates to the rights 
of residence and travel of citizens, or 
subjects, of each contracting party 
shali enjoy, in the territory of the 
other, the same  priwileges, liberties 
and rights as native citizens; or sub- 
jects, as those of the most favored na- 
tions. 

“Japan relies upon her right of resi- 
dence to sustain its contention of be- 
ing entitled to co-education with the 
whites, but I can’t see it that way. 
The Japanese are not citizens and do 
not pay taxes. Article II of the treaty 
provides that it is understood that ths

TRIALS AND JUDGMENT. 

In connection with this matter, I 
would like to call attention to the 
ver~ unsatisfactory state of our crim- 
inal law resulting in large part from 
the habit of setting aside the judg- 
ments of inferior courts on technical- 
ities absolutely unconnected with the 
merits of the case, and where there 
ig no attempt to show that there has 
been any, failure of substantial jus- 


tice. It wo be well to enact a law 
— Sthing to the effect that: 

No j t shall be set aside or 
new trial mted in any case, civil 
or criminal..on the ground of misdi- 


rection of the jury or the improper ad- 
mission ar rejection of evidence, or 
for error to any matter of plead- 
ing or procedure unless, in the opin- 
lon of the court to which the applica- 
tion is made, after an examination of 
the entire cause, it shall affirmatively 
appear that the error complained of 
has ted in a niiscarriage of jus- 


LABOR INJUNCTIONS. 

In my last message I suggested © 
enactment of a law tn connection with 
the issuance of injunctions, attention 
having been sharply drawn to the mat- 
ter by the demand that the right of 
applying injunctions in labor cases 
should be wholly abolished. It is at 
least doubtful whether a law abotish- 
ing altogether the usé of injunctions 
in such cases would stand the test of 
the courts: In which case of course 
the legislation would be ineffective. 
Moreover, I believe it would be wrong 
altogether to prohibit the use of in- 
junctions. It is criminal to pertalt 
sympathy for criminals to weaken our 
hands in upholding the law; and if 
men seek to destroy life or 1 
by mob violence there should be no 
impairment of the power of the courts 
to deal with them in the most sum- 
marv and effective way. possible. But 
so. far as possible the abuse of the 
power should be provided against by 
some such law as I advocated last 


year. 
In this matter of injunctions there 


is 1 in the hands of the judi-

It is a power that 
should be exercised with reme care 
and should be subject to/the jealous 
scrutiny of all men, and condemnation 
should be meted out as much to the 
judge falis te use it boldly when 
necessary to the judge who uses it 
wantonly of oprressively. Of course a 
judge strong enough to be fit for his 
office enjoin any resort to vio- 
lence ‘or intimidation, especially 
cy, no matter what his opin- 
mal quarrel. be 
tation in dealing with disorder. But 
there must Ifkewise be no such abuse 
of he injunctive power as is implied 
in 1 laboring men to strive 
fer their own betterment in peacefull 
and lawful ways: nor must the injunc- 
tion u merely to ald some big 
tion in carrying out. 
for its own aggrandizement. 
It must be remembered that a pre- 
liminary injunction in a labor case, if 
granted without adequate proof (even 
when authority can be found to sup- 
port the conclusions of law on which 
it ts founded.) may often settle the 
dispute between the parties: > and 
therefore if Improperly granted may 
dé irreparable wrong. Yet there are 
many judges who assume a matter-of- 
course granting of a preliminary in- 
junction to be the ordinary and pro 
judicial disposition of such cases; afd 
there have undoubtedly been flagrant 
wrongs committed by judges in con- 
nection with labor disputes even 
within the last few years, although I 
think much less often than in former 
years. Such judges by their unwise 
action immensely strengthen the 
hands of those who are striving en- 
tirely to do away with the power of 
injunction: and therefore such care- 
Jess use of the injunctive process tends 
to threaten its very existence, for if 
the American people ever become con- 
vinced that this process is habitually 
abused, whether in matters affecting 
labor or in matters affecting corpora- 
tions, it will be well-nigh impossibie to

fessional opinion before which each 
judgment is made to stand or fall on 
its merits, ang thus exert a strong in- 
fluence to secure uniformity of de- 
cision. But non-professional criticism 
also is by no means without its uses, 
even if accompanied, as it often is, by 
a direct attack upon the judicial fair- 
ness and motives of the occupants of 
the bench; for if the law is but the 
essen@e of common sensa the protest 
of many average men may evidence a 
defect in a judicial conclusion, tho 
based on the nicest legal reasoning and 
profoundest learning. The two impor- 
tant elements of moral character in a 
judge are an earnest desire to reach a 

t conclusion and courage to enforce 
t. In so far as fear of public com- 
ment does not affect the courage of a 
udge, but only spurs him on to seare 
his conscience and to reach the result 
which approves itself to his inmost 
heart, such comment serves a useful 
purpose. There are few men, whether 
they are judges for life or for a shor*- 
er term, who do not prefer to eara 
and hold the respect of all, and who 
can not be reached and made to pause 
and deliberate by hostile’ public criti- 
cism. In the case of judges having a 
life tenure. indeed. their very inde- 
pendence makes the richt freely to 
comment on their decisions of greater 
Importance. because it is the only prac- 
tical and available instrument in the 
hands of a-free people to keep such 
judges alive to the reasonable de- 
mands of those they serve. 

“On the other hand, the danger of 
| destroying the proper influence of. ju- 
dicial decisions by creating unfounded 
prejudices against the courts justifies 
and requires that unjust attacks shall 
be met and answered. Courts must ul- 
timately rest their defense upon the 


as their best vindication.” 

There is one consideration which 
should be taken into account by the 
good people who carry a sound 
sition to an excess In objecting to any 
criticism of a judge’s decision. The 
instinct of the American people as a 
whole is sound in this matter. They 
will not subscribe to the doctrine that 
any public servant is to be above all 
eritictam. If the best citizens. those 
most competent to express the judg- 
ment in such matters, and above all 
those belonging to the great and hon- 
erable profession of the bar, so pro- 
foundly influential in American life, 
take the position that there shall be 
no criticiem of a judge under any cir- 
cumstances, their view will not be ac- 
cepted by the American people as a 
whole. In such event the people wil! 
turn to, and tend to accept as justi- 
flable, the intemperate and improper 
criticism uttered by unworthy agita- 
tors. Surely it is a misfortune to leave 
to such critics a function, right in it- 
self, which they are certain to abuse. 
Just and temperate criticism, when 


necessary, a saf rd against the 
acc the ‘Ppople as a whole 
of that intemperate’ antagonism to- 


wards the judiciary which must be 
combated by every right-thinking man, 
and which, if it became widespread 
among the people at large, would con- 
stitute a dire menace to the republic, 
LYNCHING. 

In connection with the delays of the 
law, I call your attention and the at- 
tention of the nation to the prevalence 
of crime among us, and above all to 
the epidemic of tynching and mob vio- 
lence that springs up, now in one part 
of our country, now in another. Each 
section, North, South, East, or West, 
has its own faults: no section can with 
wisdom spend its time jeering at the 
faults of another section; it should be 
busy trying to amend its own short- 


corruption it is necessary to have an 
awakened public conscience, and to 
supplement this by whatever legisia- 
tion will add speed and certainty ‘in the 

ution of the law. When we deal 
with lynching even more is necessary. 
A great many white men are lynched, 
but the crime is ‘ullarly frequent in 
respect to black men. The greatest 
existing cause of lynching is the per- 
petration, especially by black men, of 
the Rideous crime of rape—the most 
abominable in all the category of 
crimes, even worse than murder. Mobs 
frequently avenge the commission of 
this crime by themselves torturing to 
death the man committing it; thus 
averiging in bestia! fashion a bestial 
deed, and reducing themselves to a 
level with the criminal. 


Lawlessness grows by what it feeds 
upon; and when mobs begin to lynch 
for rape they speedily extend the 
sphere of their. operations and lynch 
for many kage of crimes, so that two- 
thirds of thé lynchings are not for rape 
at all; while a considerable proportion 
of the individuals lynched are innocent 
of all crime. Governor Candler

It may be the highest duty of a 
judge at any given moment to disre- 
gard, not merely the wishes of indi- 
viduals of great political or financial 
power, but the overwhelming tide of 
public sentiment; and the judge who 
does thus disregard public sentiment 
when it is wrong, who brushes: aside 
the plea of any special interest when 
the ‘pleading is not founded on 
righteousness, perform the highest 
service to the @ountry. fuch a judge 
is deserving of afl honor; and all 
honor cannot be paid to this wise and 
fearless judge if we permit the growth 
of an absurd convestion which would 
forbid any criticism of the judge of 
another type, who shows himself 
timid in the presence of arrogant dis- 
order, or who on iInsuffictent grounds 
grants an injunction that does grave 
injustice, or who in his capacity as a 
construer, and therefore in a 
maker, of the law, in flagrant fashion 
thwarts the cause of decent govern- 
ment. The judge has a power over 
which no review can he exercised; he 
himself sits in review upon the acts of 
both 


Georgia, stated on one occasion some 
years ago: I can say of a verity that 
I have, within the last month, saved 
the ‘ives of half, a dozen innocent 
negroes who were pursued by the mob, 
and brought them to trial in a court of 
a law in which they were acquitted.” 
As Bishop Galloway of Mississippi. 
has finely said: When the rule of a 
mob obtains, that which distinguishes 
a high civilization is surrendered.

Moreover, Where any crime com- 
mitted by a mber of one race against 
a member of another race is avenged in 
such fashion that it seems as if not the 
individual criminal, but the whole race, 
is attacked, the result is to exasperate 
to the highest degree race feeling. 
There is but one safe rule in dealing 
with black men as with white men; it 
is the same rule that must be app 


in dealing with rich men and poor; 


men; that is, to treat each man, what- 
ever his color, hfs creed, or his social 
position, with everl-handed justice on 
his real worth as a man. White peo- 
ple owe it quite as much to themselves 
as to the‘colored race to treat well the 
colored man who shows by his life that 
he deserves such treatment; for it is 
surely the highest wisdom to encourage 
in the colored race all those individuals 
who are honest, industrious, law-abid- 
ing, and who therefore make good and 
safe neighbors and citizens. Reward 
or punish the individual on his merits 
as an individual. Evil will surely 
come in the end to both races if we 
substitute for this just rule the habit 
of treating all the members of the race, 
d bad, alike. There is no ques- 
tion of “social or “negro 
domination” involved; only the ques- 
tfon of relentlessly punishing bad men, 
and of securing to the good man the 
right to his life, his liberty, and the 
pursuit of his happiness as his own 
qualities of heart, head, and hand en- 
able him to achieve it. 
Every colored man should realize 
that the worst enemy of his race is the 
negro criminal, and above all the negro 
criminal who commits the dreadful 
crime of rape; and it should be felt as 
in the highest degree an offense against 
the whole country. and against the 
colored race in particular, for a colored 
man to fail to help the officers of the 
law tn hunting down with all possible 
earnestness and zeal ev such in- 
famous offender. Moreover, in my 
judgment, the crime of rape should al- 
ways be punished with death, as is the 
case with murder: assault with intent 
to commit rape should be made a 
capital crime, at least in the discretion 
of the court: and provision should be 
made by which the punishment may 
follow immediately upon the heels. of 
the offense: while the trial should be 
so conducted that the victim need not 
be wantonly shamed while giving 
testimony, and that the least possible 
publicity shall be given to the detalis. 
e members gf the white race on 
the other hand sNould understand that 
every lynching represents by just 80 
uch a loosening of the bands of civi- 
ization: that the spirit of lynching in- 
| evitably throws into prominence in the 
| community all the foul and evil crea- 
tures who dwell therein. No man can

NEGRO WDUCATION. 

There is another matter which has 
a direct bearing upon this matter of 
lynching and of the brutal crime which 
sometimes calls it forth, and at other 
times merely furnishes the excuse for 
ita existence. It is out of the question 
for our people as a whole permanently 
to rise by treading down any of their 
own n r. Eren those who them- 
selves for the moment profit by such 
maltreatment of their fellows will, in 
the long run, also suffer. No more 
short-sighted policy can be imagined 
than\ in the fancied interest of one 
class; to prevent the education of an- 
other class. The free public school, 
the chance for each boy or girl to get 
a good elementary education, lies at 
the foundation of our whole political 
situation. In every community the 
poorest g¢itizens, those who need the 
schools most, would be deprived of 
them if they only ved school fa- 
cilities proportioned to the taxes they 
paid. is is as true of one portion of 
our country as of another. It is as 
true for the negro: as for the white 
man. The white man, if he is wise, 
will decline to allow the negroes -in 
a mass to grow to manhood and wom- 
anhood without education. Un@ues- 
tlonably education such as is obtained 
in our public schools does not do ev- 
erything toward making a man a good 
citizen; but it does much. The lowest 
and most brutal criminals, thobe, for 
instance, who commit the crime of 
rape, are in the great majority men 
who have had either no education or 
very little; just as they are almost in- 
variably men who own no property; 
for the man who puts money by out 
of his earnings, like the man who ac- 
quires education, is usually lifted 
above mere brutal criminality. Of 
course the best type of education for 
‘the colored man, taken as a whole, is. 
such education as is conferred in 
schools like Hampton and, Tuskegee, 
where the boys and girls, the young 
men and young women, are trained in- 
dustrially as wel! as in the ordinary 
public school branches. 

The graduates of these schools turn 
out well in the great majority of cases, 
and hardly any of them become crimi- 
nga while what little criminality there 

never takes the form of that brutal 
violence which invites lynch law. Fv- 
ery graduate of these schools—and for 
the matter of that, every other colored 
man or woman—who leads a life so 
useful and honorable as to wir the good 
will and respect of those whites whose 
neighbor he or she is, thereby helus 
the whole colored race as it can he 
helped in no other way: for next to 
the negro himself, the man who can 
do most to help the negro is his white 
neighbor who lives near him: and 
our steady effort should be to better 
the relations between the two. Great 
tho the benefit of these ‘schools has

Be it remembered, furthermore, that 
the individuals who. whether from 
folly, from evil temper, from greed for 
office, or in a spirit of mere base dem- 
agogy,. indulge in the inflammatory and 
incendiary speeches and writings which 
tend to arouse mobs and to bring 
about lynching. not only thus excite 
the mob, but also tend by what crim- 
inclogists call “suggestion,” greatly to 
increase the likelihood of a repetition 
of the very crime against which they 
are inveighing. When the mob ts com- 
posed of the people of one race and 
the man lynched is of another race. 
the men who in their speeches and 
writings either excite or justify the ac- 
dente tend, of course, to excite a bitter 
race feeling, and to cause the people 
of the opposite race to lose sight of the 
abominable act of the criminal himself: 
and in addition, by the prominence 
they give to the hideous deed they un-

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


| In dealing with both labor and capi- 


tal, with the questions affecting both 
| corporations and trades unions, there 
is one matter more important to re- 
member than aught else. and that i# 
the infinite harm done by preachers of 
mere discontent.” These are the men 
who seek to excite a violent class ha- 
tred against all men of wealth. They 
seek to*turn wise and proper move- 
ments for the better control of cor- 
porations and for doing away with the 
abuses connected with wealth, into a 
campaign of hysterical excitement and 
falsehood in which the aim is to in- 
flame to madness the brutal passions 
of mankind. The sinister demagogs 
and foolish visionaries who are always 
eager to undertake such a campaign 
of destruction sometimes seek to as- 
sociate themselves with those working 
for a genuine reform in governmental! 
and social methods, and sometimes 
masquerade as such reformers. In 
reality they are the worst enemies of 
the cause they profess to advocate, just 
as the purveyors of sensational slander 
in newspaper. or ‘are tne 
worst enemies of all men who are en- 
gaged in an honest effort to better 
what is bad in our social and govern- 
mental conditions. 

To preach hatred of the rich man 
as such, to carry on a campaign of 
slander and invective against him, to 
seek to mislead and inflame to mad- 
néss honest men whose lives are hard 
and who have not the kind of mental 
training which will permit them to ap- 
preciate the danger in the doctrines 
preached—all this is to commit a crime 
against the body politic and to be false 
to every worthy principle and tradi- 
tion of American national life. More- 
over, while such preaching and such 
agitation may give a livelihood and a 
certain notoriety to some of those wo 
take part ih it, and may result in the 
temporary political succesg of others, 
in the long run every such movement 
will either fail or else will provoke a 
violent reaction, which will itself re- 
sult not merely in undoing the mischief 
wrought by the demagog and the agi- 
tator, but also in uhdoing the good 
that the honest refoFmer, the true up- 
holder of popular rights, has painfully 
and laboriously achieved. Corruption 
is never so rife as in communities 
where the demagog and the agitator 
bear full sway, because in such com- 
munities all moral bands become loos- 
ened, and hysteria and nsationalism 
replace the spirit of so judgement 
and fair dealing as between man and 
man. In sheer revolt against th 
squalid anarchy thus prod men are 
sure in the end to turn toward anv 
leader who can restore order, and thea 
their relief at being free from the in- 
tolerable burden of class hatred, vio- 
lence, and demagogy le such that they 
can not for some time be aroused 
to indignation against misdeeds by 
men of wealth; so that they permit a 
new growth of the very abuses which 
were in part responsible for the orig!- 
nal outbreak. 

The one hope for success for our 
people lies in a resolute and fearless, 
but sane and cool-headed, advance 
along the path marked out last year 
by this very Congress. There must u; 
a stern refusal to misled into fol- 
loving either that base creature who 
Appeals and panders to the lowest in-

The plain people who think—the me- 
chanics, farmers, merchants, workers 
with head or hand, the men to whom 
American traditions are dear, who love 
thelr country and try to act decently 
by their neighbors, owe it to them- 
selves to remember that the most dam 
aging blow that can be given popular 
government is to elect an unworthy 
and sinister agitator on a platform of 
violence and ypocrisy. Whenever 
such an issue is raised in this country 
nothing can gained by flinching 
from it, for in such case democracy ts 
itself on trial, popular self-govern- 
ment under republicen forms is 
itself on trial. The triumph of the 
mob is just as evil a thing as the 
triumph of the plutocracy, and to have 
escaped one danger avatiis nothing 
whatever If we succumb to the other. 
In the end the honest man, whether 
rich or poor, who earns his own living 
and tries to deal justly by his fellows, 
has as much to fear from the insin- 
cere and unworthy dem promising 
much and performing nothing, dr else 
performing nothing but evil, who 
would set on the mob to plunder the 
rich, as from the crafty corruptionist, 
Who, for his own ends, would permit 
the common people to be exploited by 
the very wealthy. If we ever let this 
government fall into the hands of men 
of either of these two classes, we shal! 
show ourselves false to America's 
past. Moreover, the demagog and the 
corruptionist often work hand in hand. 
There are at this moment wealthy re- 
actionaries of such obtuse morality 
that they regard the public servant 
who prosecutes them when they voa 
late the law, or who seeks to make 
them bear their proper share of the 
public burdens, as being even more ob- 
jectionable than the violent agitator 
who hounds on the mob to plunder the 
rich. There is nothing to choose be- 
tween such a reactionary and sucn an 
agitator; fundamentalty they are altke 
in their selfish digregard of the rights 
of others: and it is natural that they 
should join in opposition to any move- 
ment of which the aim is fearlessly tw 
do exact and even justice to all. 

RAILWAY LABOR HOURS. 

J call your attention to the need of 
passing the bill Hmfting the number 
of hours of employment railroad 
employés. The measure is a very mod- 
erate one, and Il can conceive of no 
serious objection to it. Indeed, so far 
as it is in our power, it should be our 
nim steadily to reduce the number of 
hours of labor, with, as a goal, the 
general introductién of an eight-hour 
day. There are industries in which it 
is not possible that the hours of la- 
bor should he reduced; just as there 
are communities not far enough ad- 
vanced for such a movement to be for 
their good, or, If in the tropics, so sit- 
vated that there is no analogy between 
their needs and ours in this matter. 
On the Isthmus of Panama, for m- 
stande, the conditions are in every way 
so different from what they are here 
that an eight-hour day would be ab- 
surd; just as it is absurd, so far as 
the isthmus is concerned, where white 
labor cannot be employed, to bother as 
to whether the necessary work is done 
by allen black men or by alien yel- 
low men. But the wage- workers of 
the United States are of so high a 
grade that alfke from the mereiy in- 
dustrial standpoint. and from the. 
Civic standpoint, it should be our 
object to do what we can in the di- 
rection of securing the general ob- 
servance of an eight-hour day. Until 
recently the eight-hour law on our 
Federal statute books has been very 
scantily observed. Now, however,

All these 
laws have already justified their enact- 
ment. 

The interstate commerce law, for in- 
stance, has rather amusingly falsified 
the predictions, both of those who as 
serted that it would ruin the railroads 
and of those who asserted that it did 
not go far enough and would accom- 
Plish nothing. During the last five 
months the railroads have shown in- 
creased earnings and some of them 
unusual dividends: while during the 
same period the mere taking effect of 
the law has produced an unprecedent- 
ed. a hitherto unheard of, number of 
voluntary reductions in freights and 
fares by the railroads. Since the 
founding of the commission there has 
never been a time of equal length in 
which anything like so many reduced 
tariffs have been put into effect. On 
August 27, for instance, two days be- 
fore the new law went into effect, the 
commission received notices of over 
five thousand separate tariffs. which 
represented reductions from previous 
rates. 


It must not be su however, 
that with the passage of these laws it 
will be possibile to stop progress along 
the line of increasing the power of the 
national government over the use of 
capital in interstate commerce. For 
example, there will ultimately be need 
of enlarging the powers of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission along sev- 
eral different lines, so as to give it a 
larger and more efficient control over 
the railroads. 

It can not too often be repeated that 
experience has conclusively shown the 
impossibility of becuring by the actions 
of nearly half a hundred different State 
Legislatures anything but ineffective 
chaos in the way of dealing with the 
great corporations which do not oper- 
ate exclusively within the limits of 
any one State. In some method, wheth- 
er by a national license la worin other 
fashion, we must exercise, and that at 
an early date, a far more complete 
control than at present over these 
great corporations—a control that will 
among other things prevent the evils 
of excessive overcapitalization, and 
that will compel the disclosure by each 
-big corporation of its stockholders and 
of its properties and business, whether 
owned directly or thru subsidiary or 
affiliated corporations. This win tend 
to put a stop to the securing of mor- 
dinate profits by favored individuals 
at the expense whether of the general 
public, the stockholders, or the wage- 
workers.

Ninety Make Declaration of Citizenship 
Intention—Peculiarities of a Usu- 
ally Sub ject. 
It was just two months yesterday 
since, under the new law which went 
mto effect September 27, the first man 
made} his declaration of intending to 
— e an American citi In these 
two months, just n men have 
made their declaration, in the south- 
ern division of the southern district. 
There are some peculiar things con- 
nected even with so dry an item as the 
naturalization desk. When the Lam- 
bardi Grand Opera Company arrived 
in town, there was a descent that even- 
ing on U. & Commissioner Williams. 
For some reason many of the musi- 
cians in the orchestra of that organiza- 
tion had a fervent desire to become 
naturalized citizens on the spot. W- 
liams put seven of them in succession 
Gown in the book, and then had to 
close for the night, as he had already 
stayed long overtime. Next day some 
more turned up, and duly recorded 
their intention of abiding under the 
Stars and Stripes. 
During the past two weeks there has 
been a run of a peculiar kind in the 
naturalization book. For the past two 
months Austria leads in the countries 
of origin. Only three men have come 
from Austria proper. The rest, who 
have all registered in the past two 
weeks, come from Herzegovina. They 
also all come from one town, Ravno. 
Austria leads in the countries from 
which the men come with fifteen de-. 
clarers; Germany is second with thir- 
teen; Italy third. with ten. The other 
countries represented are: England, 
8; Sweden, 6; France, 6; Scotland, Can- 
ada, Ireland, Denmark and Russia, 4 
each ; Norway, Spain, Beigium and 
Mexico, 2 each; Australia, Switzerland | 
and Holland. i each. Although Eng- 
land stands fourth in the list, count- 
ing Ireland, Scotland and Canada, 
twenty-two former subjects of King 
Edward will in the course of time be- 
come citizens of the United States.

The most sensational feature of the 
message is the President’s attitu 
with regard to existing difficulties be- 
tween the Japanese government and 
our own in relation to the treatment 
that subjects of the Emperor of Japan 
meet in sporadic cases in the United 
States. The exclusion and the educa- 
tion of the Japanese youth are dis- 
cussed with the universal frankness 
that characterizes the President. There 
is one suggestion in it which undoubt- 
edly will meet with opposition, not 
only on the Pacific Coast, but in the 
country generally. The President does 
not hesitate to recommend that a law 
be passed providing for the naturali- 
zation of Japanese arriving in the 
United States with the professed in- 
tention of making this country their 
future home. There are undoubtedly 
two sides to that question and it will 
take a good deal of education to bring 
the mass of the people to look with 
favor upon this part of the President's 
programme. 

The paper is an exceedingly able 
one; it goes into many important sub- 
jects at length and, of course, with 
great frankness. The scope of one 
newspaper editorial is inadequate to 
treat it. There are so many and so 
important matters brought forward 
that it will require discussion by 
piecemeal from time to time. The in- 
telligent American citizen owes it to 
the President and to himself to give 
the paper a careful reading. 


E JAPANESE CONTROVERSY. 

That there is any danger of war 
between the United States and Japan 
is about as improbable as any un- 


shadows of the future. First and fore- 
most, if there were any cause of war 
between the two countries, Japan 
would hesitate a long time before pre- 
cipitating hostilities at the moment. 
The new-born oriental power is too 
weakened by her terrific struggle with 
Russia to long for a renewal of con- 
flict. Her people are among the | 
shrewdest in the ‘world. When they 
defeated China and were ribbed of 
the fruits of their victory by occidental 
diplomacy they bowed to the inev- 
itable, planned ten years of assid- 
uous preparation for war and then de- 
feated Russia. gaining more than 
they had been deprived of after the 
Chinese war. After the long cain- 
paign in Manchuria the statesmen of 
Japan announced that they would 
take ten years in developing their in- 
ternal resources and colonizipg in 
Manchuria, At the same time there 
began in a very vigorous way the 
construction of a navy which seems 
to foreshadow a sea power equal to 
cope at least with the United States 
on equal terms. It is not likely that 
they will be swerved from their care- 
fully laid plans. They certainly will 
not by any of the trifling questions 
existing between them and us at the 
present time. 

What Japan's future designs may 
be are an impenetrable mystery. It 
is not a matter for a prophet's insight 
to foresee the temptation offered to 
the “cocky” little nation in our pos-

As to both of these questions, the 
California representatives in Congress 
are very likely to utterly mislead the 
national government and the people 
of the country generally as to the en- 
4timent in California. Of course the 
representatives from San Francisco 
and the counties around the bay will 
have much to say upon both these 
points. The caliber of some of these 
men who ate supposed to represent 
California is so small that it is more 
lixely to misrepresent us than to rep- 
resent us truly. These en 
are able to conesive of nothing be- 
yond the dictates of the labor trust 
which dominates everything in and 
about San Francisco. They mistake 
the narrow views and ignorant pre- 
judices of the labor unions fur the sen- 
timent of the people of California, 
and they will reflect that tyrannous 
sentiment of the labor trust rather 
than the opinion of the real people 
of California, 

If a vote could be taken covering 
the whole State as to the exclusion 
of Japanese laborers from California, 
there is scarcely a shadow of doubt 
that it would be overwhelmingly 
Kgainst any such proposition. The 
narrow views and ignorance of the 
leaders of the labor trust were never 
more apparent than in their conten- 
tion against the admission of these 
Japanese laborers. California would 
not only hail with delight the com- 
ing of more Japanese to do the com- 
mon labor of the State, but if they 
had the opportunity of expressing 
their wishes, they would undoubtedly 
proclaim for the repeal of the Chi- 
nese Exclusion Act. The labor trust, 
which is the only influence here 
against the admission of these la- 
borers, is really in no wise affected by 
their presence. There is a loud cry 
going up from all over the State for 
men to do farm work and orchard 
work. Crops were lost all over the 
State last summer for lack of labor 
to gather them. It is work which 
white labor will hardly put its hand to 
in these days of pressing activity, and 
mechanical help is out of the question. 
It would be of the greatest benefit to 
the people of this State generally to 
admit 100,000 Chinese and Japanese 
laborers within the next twelve 
months. 

The question of excluding the Jap- 
anese from the public schools in San 
Francisco is purely local. It is diffi- 
cult to see ander the Constitution and 
laws in accordance with it where the 
Federal government can in any way 
inferfere with this matter. That there 
are two sides to the question is posi- 
tively true. The exclusion of any peo- 
ple because of race or the tint of their 
skin from the light of education, with 
all its civilizing and ennobling in- 
fluences, is un-American ahd inhuman. 
That we should make some provision 
for the education of Japanese students, 
young or old, of a proper and efficient 
character, is unquestionable. The poll 
tax is applied to the school fund and 
these citizens are all taxed their $2 
a year for the maintenance of the 
schools. Of course that small amount 
goes but a little way toward defray- 
ing the expenses of a pupil for a year, 
but to tax these people, and then deny 
them all benefits of the schools is a 
gross injustice.
